This month your correspondent presents with 
pleasure that section of the unit that seems to go 
hand in hand with the mere mention of the word a 
Hospital, namely the Surgical Ward. It is here that 
patients requiring operations receive the proper 3 
care both before and after going to surgery, and it 
is largely due to the work of this ward that any q 
hospital is enabled to build a reputation inspiring — 


confidence among the personnel of the Field. Tuis, 
then, is the record that Ward 76 has established 
and maintained for the betterment of the Station 
Hospital. 

A senior medical officer is assigned to the sur- 
gical service. Major WEIL, in charge of Ward 6, 
is responsible for the care of patients coming 
under the heading of all kinds of surgery. He 
ordinarily acts as operating surgeon under the di- 
rection of the Surgeon, and has charge of all sur- 
gicel cascs in the ward. He is responsible to the 
Surgeon for all operetive vrocedures and will sce 
that a report is made to the Surgcon Xcfore oper- 
ations endangering life are performed. He is re- 
sponsible for the proper conduct of all the activ- 
ities included in his service and makes inspections 
and requires such reports as may be necessary to 
insure such activity. 

A staff of treincd surgical technicians are 
assigned to the department to assist the War Sur- 
geon in all functions. Thcir duties are extensive, 
go to save spece wo will present them as a group. 
In addition to the countless dstails that make up 
& thoroughly cfficicnt and orderly ward, the care 
of the paticnt plays ea most importent part. These 
duties arc dividcd into two classcs. (1) Pre- 
peration of patients for operation, which includes 
laboratory oxaminations, prooperative examination, 
shaving, dict, medication and personal care of 
the patient ocfore going to the opcreting room. 

(2) Post-operative care, which includes supervision 
of returning patic_nts until conscious, readincss 


_. for emergency, care of paticnt, medication, catheter= 


ization, cnemes, measure fluid intake and output, 
G@ict end dressings. These, in brief, are the func- 
tion of the ward personnel.
